WASHINGTON, April 4.—The 
legislative foundation for the third 
Liberty Loan was laid tonight, when 
Congress completed and President

Earlier in the day the treasury 
announced that the bonds would 
mature in ten years; that the loan 
campaign, opening Saturday, wil! 
continue four weeks until May 4, 
and that after the initial payment 
of & per cent. on subscription, in- 
stallments of 20, 35 and 40 per cent. 
would be due respectively on May 
28, July 18 and August 15. The 
amount is $3,000,000,000, and over- 
subscriptions, and the only remain-

ism and Kaiserism is completed; when new 
international relationships are established 
and the steps are taken which shall insure 
a lasting peace the great work of “making 
the world safe for democracy"-—if these 
words are more than an expedient phrase— 
will only have begun. 

It is a solemn truth that the greater 
masses of the inhabitants of this planet are 
as yet far from being ready for real democ- 
racy. True freedom can only exist where a 
high intelligence recognizes that liberty 
consists in voluntary obedience to the self- 
imposed law and where the common wel- 
fare is put before individual interests. In 
our own country—the greatest and most 
successful attempt at democracy yet exist- 
ing conditions are far from the deal. Eu- 
ropean and Latin-American republics are as 
yet heavily handicapped by the ignorance of 
their masses, by the castes and the tradi- 
tions handed down from monarchical and 
feudal ancestry. The cataclysm in Russia 
has shown how little prepared the hodge- 
podge peoples of that hapless country are 
for self-covernment. The new weakli 
Finland, Ukrainia, Rumania and other Slavic 
states, are but little more than shadows. 
Their people have had little experience and 
can have but little understanding of a re- 
publican form of government. It will take 
years of training, education and protective 
assistance to make over these disorganized 
and devastated states, so long the victims 
of Kaiserism and Czarism, into independent 
and unified nations. 

A mighty task lies before the United 
States and her allies if the high ideals and 
purposes set forth in recent declarations 
are to be made good. Not only interna- 
tional protection of the territory and po- 
litical rights and the commerce of these 
half-civilized, battle-torn fragments of coun- 
tries must be provided, but they must re- 
ceive the intelligent understanding. co-oper- 
ation and help that will enable their people 
to Become law-abiding and self-governing 
citizens. 

The Slavic peoples possess ability of a 
high order. They are temperamentailly 
idealistic, artistic-—impractical, it may be. 
Yet, given opportunity, they are capable of 
development into fine citizens and men of 
affairs, as has beeh shewn by their history 
in this country. After the crushing out of 
Prussianism undoubtedly the next great 


“world problem will be the development and 


relations of the Slave. The future of Euro- 
pean nations will be largely affected by the 
conditions existing in Russia and other 
Nia vie countries and the future history of 
Poland, Finland, Hungary and the smaller 
subdivisions which have been dominated by 
Germany in the past. ’ 

Relieved from tyrannical oppression and 
with their integrity assured by international 
law. internal development for these small 
states will certainly follow. But to prepare 
them to take their places in a world fed- 
eration will require wise and. disinterested 
handling on the part of the stronger na- 
tions: it will be a job demanding a new or- 
der of statesmanship and a new sense of 
political responsibility.
